Dr.  Barton  tells  me  that  the  regular  diploma  of  the  University  has  not  been 
largely  taken  because  so  lar  no  systematic  lectures  covering  the  theoretical 
side  nave  been  given,  cut  it  has  been  issued  to  teachers  and  others  who 
nave  Qualified  partly  in  this  University  and  partly  elsewnere. 

Dr.  Barton  gives  instruction  in  the  faculty  of  • 

Education  covering  a  large  portion  ot  the  theoretical  side,  and  issues  a 
diploma  which  is  recognised  by  the  Education  Department  as  entitling  the 
candidate  after  an  additional  summer  sessiori’s  work  to  apply  for  examination 
Qualifying  for  the  specialist  certificate  in  physical  training.  However:, 
Dr.  Barton  hopes  to  be  able  to  vevelop  the  theoretical  side  of  instruction 
in  physical  training  next  year.
